Oregon nnd shoot wild cattlo," s.iid Jobn 
Day, MI Umpqim mountain pionoer, to a 
Sn.n Francisco Examiner reporter, rofor- 
ring to tho completion of tbo CaUCormn& 
Oregon railroad. 
"1C is n fact that thoro 


arc li-androds of-n-iklcr.ttlo in tlio high hills 
skirting tho Umpqan vailoy, mid somo of 
thorn nro not moro than <i couple of inilos 
from tho railroad track. Somo ot these 
cattlo, too, aro twenty-fivo yoars old or 
more. In tbo mountains near Riddlos 
and Rosobud thoy arc probably tho thick- 
est, but they do not vonturo down in tho 
vnlloy much. They stay in tho tops of tho 
lulls nnd got water 
from tlio living 


springs whicli rise thoro. For tlio most 
part thoy aro concoalod in tbo rtonso

and fli* in thoso 


mountains. Thoro is heavy undoi-bruyb, 
too, so that it is a bard matter to got on 
to thoui. Thoy go in bands of six or 
eight,

Tbo cattlo had to bo killed 
on sight tbo samo as door or boar, for 
thoy could no moro bo driven down than 
doer could. Onco killed thoy wero quar- 
tered, packed on tlio horses nnd carried 
down. They havo boon hunted a good 
deal of Into yoars, so that thoro nro not as 
many as tbui-o usod to bo. i.'rn: 


^'Bomo of tho cattlo aro very largo and 


f-a't, 1 havo caught glimpses oJ bulls in 
tho top ot tho Umbqua hills that aston- 
ished, me. A bull 1 saw in tho fall of '73 
on tho head of tho Roguo rivor, I am coi1- 
tain would -weigh 1,400 pounds. Thoro is 
good grazing hi tho mountains all tho 
year round. A peculiarity about tboso 
cattlo is their eyes and horns aro jet 
black.

Curious Customs anil Superstitions Iu tha 
land of Ihe Czar. 


1't seoms thas-jwhon » young couple if at 


first be:rotkod';VO.T orthodox Ku-.sians 
Iiko to bavo the priest coma and bloss 
thorn by saying a iOIY prnyori boforo tha 
lamp-lit "oikon," or sacred picture, in tbo 
room, says a wrltor in the Chicaso Tri- 
bune. This praotico Is, however, falling 
Into dlsuso. Than after a betrothal tlia 
accoptod or.o is almost always at tho 
house of tho brido. Ho loavos lato and 
will prolmbly bo a;rain at tho bouse by 
iunchoon-tirno. 
Tbo parents may find 


this rather wearisome, but tbo younp; poo- 
plo onjoy it, and often, doubtless, wish 
the parents woro not so assiduous in thoir 
attentions. Tbo mothor has o[ton to un- 
derstand what is meant by boinp dc trop, 
A Russian artist recently very clovorly 
delineated Ibis in a picture, called "Two 
is company, throo is nono." 


In tlie biRhor circles, almost immediate- 


ly aClor a betrothal, workwoman ire 
hired to nialco tbo trousseau. According 
to nn old .Russian rulo tho bridegroom 
makos his brido a prcsout ol a wedding 
costume as woil 03 of jewelry. 
Tho 


dowry ot a Russian maiden will consist 
o£ a full wardrobe, household linon, 
kitchen utensils, silver articlos, carpots, 
curtains, chira, Curnituro and a piano. 
Tbo latter is said to bo indispensable. 
They do not care for plated articlos, but 
require tbat ovory thing shall bo of solid 
silver. People in vary moderate circum- 
stances begin early to lay by some thine 
for tbe dowry of thoir daughters. Wod- 
din^s presents aro soldom given by 
friends. Should a young wil.'a die with- 
out leaving any 
children behind her 


dowry can be lawfully claimed by hor 
parents. Tho husband can retain only 
tba bed and tho picture with which bis 
dccensod vice was ceremonially Mossed.

clothes. It is said to bo a popular boliof 
tbat if any part of tbo trousseau forming 
the dowry bo unpicl:od tbo young couple 
wil! picl: quarrels when thoy are tiod to- 


Bans aro generally published, and tbo 


fees to tbo priest aro regulated by what 
tbo parties can afford. Tbo priast givos a 
cortificato. Marriages are allowed to take 
placo Sundays as woll as week days, and 
are generally at eventide in tho church. 
Much o£ the finery in hired by tbo poorer 
classes, and crowns which aro usod be- 
long to tho church. 


Tbe wealthier class provide a large sil- 


vor waiter, with loaf and massive castle- 
shaped salt-collar filled with salt. When 
it is time to sot oil' to cburch the father o£ 
tho bridegroom takes a picture ot Christ 
purposely providod, and waves it cross- 
wise ovor bis son's bead throo times;

Kothing is said during this brief coro- 
niony but -the words: "'In the name of 
tho "Fatbor," etc. Tho son kisses bis 
parents' bunds, and thay embrace him. 
As soon as this little domestic ceremony 
is ovor tho bridegroom sets out for tho 
cburcb. The brido, -who has gone through 
a similar scone, soon nrrivss, preceded by 
her "boyrtrhi," who carries tbo picturo in 
front of hor. Whore carriages are usod 
tho "boyarm," arreyod In "scarlet silk 
shirt, black vulvot full trousers, and high 
toji-boots," goes barohoadod with tbo 
brido, keeping his face in tbo direction in 
which sbo is going. The young pair 
meet at tbo door- and procood band-in 
hand toward

Tb» young couple prostrate themselves 
thrice; thon tho "royal gatos," or doors, 
in tho broad, richly-gilt, picture-pancloi 
altnr-sci'eon aro thrown opon, nud tbo 
priest in his oruato canonicals appears, 
Ho makes tho sign o-f the cross over their 
heads and then places in thoir Lands

with 


ribbons. 
Incense is waved, and

service begins. After two short prayers 
thopriost goes to the altar and brings 
tbenco two thick rings of gold u'bicb bavo 
boon worn during tho engagement. Thoso 
bad boon given to him at tbo commence- 
ment of tho service to ho laid on tho 
"throne," or high altar. Ho givos tha 
rings ol th 
young people w;th certain 


words. Thoy then exchange rinjs tbreo 


Arrived at home, tho ceremony of bono- 


diction by the parents is again performed, 
and in similar fashion to that boforo 
starting for tho cburch. Tbo superstition 
connected with tho candles that aro hold 
during tho ceremony is peculiar. Thoy 
watch which candle burns most rapidly. 
Tho ono who holds tho candlo which is 
lowost at tbo end of tho service is sup- 
posed to bo tbo ono who will dio first. It 
is a very melancholy idea, and mast bavo 
a painful effect all through lifo on thoso 
deeply attached. 


Boforo oightoon on tho male side and 


sixteen on tho femalo no marriage can 
take place; nor can it after eighty for 
men or sixty £or women. A fourth mar- 
riago is not permitted. Priests may only 
marry once. Thoy bavo to troat tboir 
wives kindly to }>roservo thorn, as they 
can not have a second wife, llarriagos In 
secret, without witnesses, are not valid, 
and no orthodox Russian c»n marry an 
nnbaptizod person. 


Not often is any bonoyraoon taken; tho 


young people sottlo down at onco to enjoy 
their own home aud receive their friends. 
This is economy and convenience. Kussia 
is generally so uninteresting in its land- 
scape, and tbo d istonces aro so groat, that 
any young people would have to go far 
to find a place to ploaso them. Wo can 
believe tboy would say from thoir hearts: 
"Tbero is no place like homo."
